LONDON, February 15 —A dispatch has been received 


from Lord Roberts which shows brilliant work on the part of 
General French. The dispatch says: 


Delaiel's Drift, February i4th—General French reports by 


dispatch dated 5:55 p. M. that he has forced a passage of the,, 
Modder river at Clip 'Drift, a point twenty-five miles from 
here. He has occupied the hills north of the river, capturing
